The 'export demand for American 
meats is urgent, but the increase in 
that direction is nothing as compared 
with the growth of the home demand 
in the past year or two. 


To say nothing of the natural in- 


crease in population, we have receiv- 
ed thousands upon thousands of able 
bodied meat-eating emigrants from 
the Old World, many of whom are 
regular consumers of beef, pork and 
mutton now, whereas in their native 
land the high prices of meat and low 
Wages, placed even pork and beans 
on the list of luxuries. There is no 
doubt that prevailing "war prices" 
are due more to the remarkable in- 
crease in demand, than to a falling 
off in the supply, though, of course, 
the result would be practically the 
same either way. 


A $20,000 Kiss. 


A St, Louis woman has recently 


sued an old bean for forcibly kissing 
her, and has demanded $20,000 dam- 
ages. In a land where kisses can bo 
had for nothing by any man who is 
worthy of them, this seems a high 
valuation, although the trial may do- 
velop some justification of the lady's 
claim. It may be that the man had 
been eating onions. If he had the 
snm claimed is entirely too small. Or 
he may have been an habitual smoker 
or drinker, which would have made 
the case still more serious. In the 
absence of any detailed evidence it 
is possible to imagine only one of 
two reasons for the magnitude of the 
lady's claim—either the man was per- 
sonally obnoxious or he made a very 
grave mistake in taking only one kiss. 
A man who values such a blessing 
enough to steal 5t,yet is satisfied with 
a single one, is not the sort of n man 
with whom a lady of spirit can have 
a particle of patience. If his kisses 
were sweet, they should have COIIIP in 
showers, on the theory that big 
thieves art> seldom punished. Snch 
stinginess should be severely dealt 
with. 


CLEVELAND, 0., May 10.—The dif- 


ferences between the Cleveland Roll- 
ing Company and the employes have 
culminated. All of the company's 
works are slmt down, and between 
3,000 and 4,000 men|are idle. Part 
of the men announced last evening, 
they would quit, and an order was 
issued to close all the other works 
until the men are ready to return. It 
was thought possible that this course 
would induce the men to resume to- 
day, but they did not, and manifest 
a determination not to. Trouble has 
been pending for some time, and the 
strike was looked for to begin next 
Saturday, but the matter was unex- 
pectedly precipitated by tbe action 
of the company. The trade and con- 
tracts are in such a condition that 
the company claims this stoppage 
will benefit not only the company it- 
self, but the entire iron and steel in- 
terest of the country, and that the 
principal sufferers will be the men 
thus thrown out of employment. The 
workmen claim that their association 
is able to support them indefinitely, 
and they will stay out until the com- 
pany accedes to their terms.
